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REVISED  BUDGET  STANDARDS 

Early  In  May,  the  State  Depairtment  transmitted  manual  material  containing 
revisions  of  budget  standards  to  the  county  departments  for  their  use  in  re- 
viewing and  rebudgetlng  assistance  cases  in  connection  vrith  the  removal  of 
maximums  on  payments  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Needy  Blind  to  be  effect- 
ive July  1,  1949.  Although  allowances  for  individual  items  were  revised  and 
maximums  placed  on  amounts  allowable  for  individual  items,  the  policy  that 
certain  requirements  must  be  met  in  every  budget  was  continued.   These  items 
are  food,  clothing,  shelter,  fuel  and  utilities,  personal  incidentals,  house- 
hold equipment,  household  remedies  and,  in  Aid  to  Needy  Blind  cases,  a  special 
allowance  for  the  blind.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  mandatory  items,  require- 
ments for  medical  care,  transportation,  insurance,  special  services,  education, 
recreation  and  contributions  will  be  considered  and  met  when  a  need  for  them 
has  been  established. 

For  some  items,  such  as  food,  clothing,  household  equipment,  household 
remedies,  and  personal  incidentals,  the  amounts  allowed  are  fixed  and  are  the 
same  for  every  recipient  vith  similar  family  composition  and  living  arrangement. 
Amounts  for  other  items,  such  as  shelter,  fuel  and  utilities,  are  allov/ed  as 
needed  but  may  not  exceed  established  maximums.  The  maximums  on  allowances  for 
"as-paid"  items  \-rere   established  after  careful  study  and  were  made  high  enough 
BO  that  almost  all  of  the  caseload  would  be  included  vdthin  the  maximums. 

Under  the  revised  standards  an  adult  living  alone  in  his  ovm  establishment 
will  be  allowed  fixed  amo\ints  of  $25.50  monthly  for  food;  6.50  for  clothing; 
2.25  for  household  remedies;  3.00  for  household  equipment  and  supplies;  and  4.50 
for  personal  incidentals.   Shelter  will  be  allowed  as  paid  to  a  maximum  of  $20.00; 
fuel,  as  paid  to  a  maximum  of  $12.00;  light  and  electricity,  as  paid  to  a  maximum 
of  {p4.00;  and  water,  as  paid  to  a  maximum  of  $3.00.  And,  as  stated  above,  allow- 
ances for  other  items  will  be  considered  and  met  when  need  has  been  established. 

Prior  to  the  removal  of  maximums  the  limitation  on  the  total  grant  served 
as  the  controlling  factor  for  allowances  made  for  individual  budget  items.  With 
tha  removal  of  maximums,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  limit  allowances  for  in- 
dividual items  in  order  to  maintain  control  of  the  expenditure  of  assistance 
funds  and  to  assure  equitable  treatment  of  recipients  in  like  circumstances 
within  the  limit  of  available  funds.
